half per cent in Western Union, which has been 
so well sustained in spite of the strike. The 
secret was not long in leaking out. 
ported that no lessa capitalist than John W. 
Mackey, the great bonanza millionaire, had taken 
up the lists 

AGAINST THE WESTERN UNION, 
and had proposed to use his immense wealth in op- 
position to thatcompany. The report turned out 


to be true. Mr. Mackey has consented to enter 
the Postal Telegraph Company. Vice-President 
Cummins, when asked if it were true that Mr. 
Mackey had joined the company, answered: 
“Well, I received his check for a large amount to- 
day. That 1s a substantial evidence of it, is it 
not?” 5 
„Will he enter the directory?“ 
„Mes. To-morrow le will be elected in the place 
of Mr. Erhardt, who has resigned.”’ 
Mr. Cummius then said that one million dollars 
had beeu raised to extend the system, and to this 
Mr. Mackey had contributed largely.

Outside 
of the capital invested in his firm, hehas not the 
reputation of being a wealthy and honorable busi- 
ness man. He began business in his native town 
of Greenfield, Mass., where, in the course of 
time, he became cashier of the local bank. He 
then went to Boston and started in 
A SMALL WAY AS A BROKER 
in municipal securities. In this he was very suc- 
cessful and had almost a monopoly of the traue. 
The present firm was founded fifteen years ago. 
In 1876 he established a branch house in this city. 
His only partner then was Mr. 2 H. Holt, 
who two years ago retired to join the firm of 
Tainter & Holt. Besides his specialty of munici- 
pal bonds, Mr. Ballou 
BEGAN DEALING IN G SECURITIES, 
and soon figured prominently in a number of big 
enterprises. Among these were the reconstruc- 
tion of the two narrow-gauge roads, Toledo, Del- 
poe and Burlington and the Cincinnati Northern. 
hese roads were consolidated into the road now 
known as the Toledo, Cincinnati ana St. Louis, 
which runs from Toledo to Cincinnati and 
from Toledo to St. Louis, with a mileage 
of over 900. It was said yesterday 
that Mr. Ballou backed these roads without all his 
means. When the consolidation was accomplished 
a new mortgage was issued taking up the oid liens 
and Mr. Ballou was active in placing these bonds 
on the market.

A BLOODY ATTACK. 


A Band of Yelling Apaches Make a Murder- 
ous Raid on a Frontier Village. 


TUMBSTONE, ARIZONA, August 15.—A special 
courier from the headquarters of the army oper- 
ating against the Indians in Apasura Sonora, 
Mexico, says that the Apaches, on August 30th, 
made an attack on the village of Nacari, where 
Lieut.

Last.

Nest and Marshall State their Side of the 
Case this Morning Chief Sexton Wil la- 
vestigate the Affair, 


Eugene O’Gorman, the fireman of No. 7, who 
was so severely injured by the accident on Mon- 
lay evening. died at 4:30 p. m. yesterday at his 
tesidence. 1810 Park avenue. His suffering from 
he time of the accident up to the hour of death 
vas very great, and death was a relief to the un- 
‘ortunate man. The funeral will take place to- 
norrow at 2 p. m. from the residence, going to St. 
Vincent's Church and thence to. Calvary Ceme- 


ery. 

In order that no injustice might be done to 
William West, the driver, and Marshall, about the 
wtions of whom so much unfavorable comment 
bas been made, a reporter called on them and re- 
veived their statements of the affair, 

MR. WEST 
nade the following statement: 

“T have known O’Gorman ever since he became 
sonnected with the Fire Department. He has 
deen With No. 7 about eight yetrs, I think, and he 
never Was connected with any other fire engine in 
‘he city. There has been no ulfeeling between him 
and me, We never had any trouble,never a quar- 
-e| worthy of the name. Little disputes and argu- 
nents habe occurred, probably, such as are always 
derurring between people so intinately associated, 
hut nothing to create hard feelings or resentinent. 
The accident occurred in this way: We were 
jriving ont to the fire at full speed. 
When near Twenty-first and Chouteau 
avenue I noticed a malt wagon ahead 
a short distance and called to the men, Look 
put, or we may get thrown here.” It was neces- 
sary to cross the car track, as the malt wagon was 
in the way. I turned the horses acruss, but the 
wheels. instead of mounting the rail, slid along it 
30 or 70 feet, till it came plumb against the 
malt wagon, which it struck with full 
force, The shock threw me from my 
seat, and I would have been thrown over between 
the horses had 1 not caught the suction with my 
left hand, while I held the lines with my right. 
Hawkins. who was sitting with me, grabbed the 
auction, and atthe same time tried to catch the 
lines. O’Gorman was thrown over between 
the wheel and boiler, and was wedged 
between the wheel and the machinery. 
He was left in a standing position, 
iy front of the axle, and, although he may have 
been touching the boiler, he was not pressed 
„ A pipe was broken off and a stream

water was pouring ou him. As soon as I could Fand his family was a 


realize the state of things Iran around to O’Gor- 
man, and finding it impossible to remove 
him, I took my cap aud tried to stop 
the jet of boiling water. The cap was a very thin 
flimsy thing, one that can be bought for a_ nickel 
in some of the stores, and the water came through 
it and scalded my hands. At this moment 
Hawkins reached for his coat, and with it stopped 
the pipe while Iran around and let the water out 
of the boiler on the other side. The water was just 
about boiling, Dut there was very litile pressure of 
steam om atthe time, We then exerted ourselves 
to get O'Gorman out, We were all doing all we 
could and we were all in each other's way. Pretty 
soon We got some pieces of timber and pried the 
engine up, took the wheel off, and in this way re- 
moved him. He was then taken home 
and I took the engine to the shop on 
Park and Carondelet avenues. When I returned 
went over to see O’Gorman and had a talk with 
bim. When J asked him if there was anything 
that I could do for him, he said: ‘No, they are 
doiug everything for me that can be done.’ I was 
there again later in the evening, but 
they said he was sleeping, and I did not see 
him. Next morning the Republican came out 
with the statement that I said: If the —— fool 
had not been so stiff he could have pulled himself 
up out of his position, but he never was active 
enough to do — 2 * Now, this is all non- 
sense, I never said anything of the kind. ISaw a 
reporter, but I did not know he was a reporter when 
pe was here.

GROSS’ CHANCES. 


It Looks Now As If He Would Not 
be Confirmed. 


— — — 


A Talk With Counelines Zelle and Haines -- 
Sexton's Foes- The Appointment For Fire 
Chief, 


* 


The result of industrious research by Post-D1s- 
PATCH reporters this morning warrants the state- 
ment that there is little probability that Kugene 
Gross will be confirmed as Chief of the Fire De- 
partment on Friday night. Zelle and Cummings, 
the two lost Republican sheep of the Solid Seven, 
are very non-committal, but it may be put down 
almost as a certainty that Zelle will not vote to 
confirm Gross. Maj. Haines, the Democratie as- 
sociate of the Mayor's phalanx, declines also to 
talk, but the drift of his conversation is friendly 
towards the condition of the department, ergo 
Sexton may be considered his man. Mr. Zeile 
seems only to doubt Gross’ executive ability. He 


speaks of him Kindly as an estimable gentleman 
and afiue machinist. He, however, does not think 
much of the condition of the Department, and in- 
Lends, Inconneciion with other Councilmen, at 
the first opportunity, to inaugurate a thorough in- 
vestigauon of the floating rumors and indirect 
charges of lax discipline among the firemen. The 
Board of Underwriters held a meeting last night, 
but declined to indorse Gross in express terms, 
simply passing a resolution declaring that in their 
opinion, a change in the head of the 
Department is necessary. Ever since his 
nomination, Gross, usually one of the most 
accessible of men, has steered clear of reporters, 
and cannot be found at headquarters as formerly. 
The rumor bas been industriously circulated tbat 
Gross intends. to decline the nomination. Chief 
Sexton, when asked about this, said this morning, 
“Oh, these rumors are only rumors.” Mayor 
Ewing has not returned as yet, nor has he sent 
a telegram stating when he would be here. 
ACTING MAYOR PARKER 
said that he had recieved no communication from 
Gross of any kind. He did not believe that Gross 
contemplated withdrawing. The Acting Mayor 
could uot predicate the action of the 
Council. Everything seems to depend up- 
on the attitude of Messrs. Haines, Zelle 
and Cummings. Mr. Parker was asked if he 
knew anything of a protest of manufacturers ape 
merchants against Sexton. He replied that he 
did not. He had never heard of any document 
signed by E. C. Simmons, Saml. C. Davis & Co., 
Doad, Brown & Co., Niedringhaus Bros., Joseph 
Franklin, for Barr & Co,, Crow, Hargadine & Co., 
Buek & Wright, the Excelsior Manufacturing 
Company and perhaps twenty other leading firms, 
protesting against Sexton’s reappointment, urging 
fas the reason that foreign insurance 
companies hau refused to carry them 
further until a chafige was made 
in the head of the department. The Mayor’s 
bn sygretary, however, admitted that Joseph 
Franklin, Crow, Hargadine & Co., John Davis 
and one or two other gentlemen had called on the 
Mayor po ag to the April appointment of Sex- 
ton, and made such a protest. The next day a 
committee of insurance men called on the same 
business. This was followed by a visit froma 
committee of home insurance men, who favored 
Sexton, Mr. Parker, in further talk, reiterated 
his belief that Gross’ appointment was made 
in good faith, and that the Mayor 
believes him lu every way qualified for the posi- 
ion. Apropos of the general talk about what a 
general surprise Gross’ appointment was, it may 
pe said that his name was mentioned in connec- 
tion with the place as far back as last March, A 
Post-DIsPATCH reporter this morning saw the 
terms of a bet, as written out last March, between 
agentiemau promimently identified with the un- 
derwriters, anda 1 man, in which th 
former bet that Gross would be nominated by thé 
Mayor. A PostT-lisPATCH reporter called upon 
COUNCILMAN HAINES 
at the Lindell Hotel, this morning, to talk over 
the Gross matter.

THE SUNDAY LAW. 


How It Affects Monday’s Cases in the Police 
Courts. 


It was expected that the enforcement of the 
Sunday law would have a decided effect in decreas- 
ing the number of arrests for drunkenness and 
disturbances. This, however, has not been the 
case. On Monday, July 31 1882 there were 
forty-five cases docketed in the First District 
Police Court. On Monday, July 30 this 


ar. the first day after the enforcement of the 
sunday law, there wers fifty new cases. August 
7, 1882, there were thirty-eight new cases tried, 
and on August 6, 1883, there w-re forty-eight, 
showing that the effect of the enforcement of the 
law has not been to decrease arrests for other vi- 
olations. 

An examination of the records of the Second 
Distriet Police Court to-day showed that where 
there has been from fourteen to twenty cases of 
drunkenness tried on the first day of cach week, 
last Monday was an exception.

BIG LAND BUYERS. 

We fail to see anytbing alarming in the 
rush of foreign capitalists to buy land in the 
United States. Their ability to become land 
monopolists in this country is limited to the 
purchase of railroad lands out West, old 
Mexican, grants on the Pactfie slope, and 
lands belonging to the State of Texas. The 
rest of our wild land can be acquired in 
small holdings only. 

If we epact laws to prevent aliens from 
buying railroad lands in large tracts, we 
may thereby cheapen such lands to small 
purcbasera and cultivators, but will certain- 
ly postpone the development of the coun- 
try. Rich nobles from abroad, when they 
invest their surplus cash in large bodies 
of American land, generally do 80 with 
the intention of bringing over colonists 
to improve the land and eventually to buy 
it from them at a profit. They cannot entail 
it and all the wealth they derive from it as 
‘absentee landlords” will be more than re- 
paid to us by the cultivation of the land and 
its ultima te transfer to the assisted immi- 
grants“ loeated on it. 

The only danger of land monopoly in this 
country grows out of our enormous railroad 
grants, and that danger cannot be wholly 
warded off by legal discrimination against 
alien landlords, If we promptly restore to 
the public domain about 95,000,000 acres of 
forfeited land grants we can afford. to en- 
courage the transfer of the earned grants 
from corporations to individuals, whether 
aliens or actual settlers. It is our fixed pol- 
icy to discourage large holdings and to 
render land monopoly impossible, but meas- 
ures to this end need not be directed 
especially against foreign capitalists. 


DEGENERALE LAWRENCE. 

Of all the places in the world Lawrence, 
Kas., is the last place where a race war 
should break out between a people of pure 
Plymouth stock and American citizens of 
African descent. Lawrence was a Massa- 
chusetts colony, established as an asylum 
for fugitive slaves from Missouri and dedi- 
cated with prayer and poetry to toil, battle 
and suffering for the emancipation and ele- 
vation of the colored man and brother.“ 
Naturally the colored folks migrated to Law- 
rence in large numbers as toa city of refuge, 
and we are pained to learn that their white 
protectors and fellow-citizens now regard 
them as entirely too numerous. 

A tendency to hang negroes on Kaw River 
bridge without any form of trial has shown 
itself among the Lawrence whites to such aa 
alarming extent that the colored people have 
organized, armed themselves and announced 
their purpose to fight for their lives and 
their right to fair trials under the law. 
Their organ, the Western Recorder, refer- 
ring to the hanging of GRORGE ROBERTS 
and PETE VINEGAR by Lawrence mobs, and 
to the threatened lynching of FRANK STRODE 
for the customary crime against female chas- 
tity, gives notice that no more colored men 
wil) be taken from Lawrence jail and hung 
without trial; that such an execution will 
never occur again in Lawrence. 

This notice, together with the fact that a 
crowd of colored men are guarding the jail, 
has created intense excitement, and the dis- 
patches say that a bloody collision is immi- 
nent. Why such should be the result of the 
very reasonable stand taken by the colored 
population, is not apparent. Lawrence 
mobs have been a little too select in choos- 
ing their victims from onerace alone. If 
they would occasionally hang a white rav- 
isher of wealth and influence, asithe Missis- 
sippians do, the colored people might join in 
the sport. But the latter certainly have the 
right to object to a race discrimination in such 
affairs, and to fight, if need be, in defense of 
themselves and of the law which guarantees 
the same protection to them as to white 
men. 


— — 
THE WALL STREET FLURRY. 

Every little strain upon the business of the 
country bursts the bubbles of Wall Street, 
but it is now very generally known that they 
collapse when there is no strain anywhere 
but in Wall Street. A great fall of prices, 
or even a panic there, is not necessarily 
either a symptom or a cause of business de- 
pression anywhere else. The present flurry 
in the American Monaco is an affair which 
concerns only its gamblers, the outsiders be- 
ing for once unusually free from any interest 
in the unloading struggle between bulls and 
bears, and able to look on with the serene in- 
difference with which the abused wife 
watched the fight between the bear and her 
husband. ) 

The fact is that Wall Street methods have 
for some time past directed public attention 
to a peculiarity in the tracks of outside visit- 
ors to that den. They all point ole way. 
The lambs have long shunned the place, and 
the wolves are now compelléd to prey upon 
each other. What they call buying and sell- 
ing is nearly all fictitious, and consequently 
their fluctuations in prices have but a re- 
mote relation to actual values and are put up 
and down according to the exigencies of 
speculative combinations and conspiracies, 
The whole street, encouraged by the abund- 
ance of money, the enormous productions 
and general prosperity of the country, has 
been engaged in bulling“ stocks, expecting 
to unload on outside investors and then 
‘bear’ the market as usual. But the out- 
siders have stood aloof so long’ that mutual 
distrust among the conspirators took alarm 
ata bank suspension or two, accompanied 
* a few business failures, and began to 
Bq Uge: and gore each other. | 


So meh for the sum total of this tumble 
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more effect on legitimate ‘business than the 
ruin of any other class of gamblers, Real 
values can be but temporarily depressed by 
their suecessful operations and not at all by 
their failures. Our currency is almost treble 
what it was in 1873, is not depreciated or ir- 
redeemable as it was then, and there is no 
great expansion of credits out of all propor- 
tion to the circulating medium as there was 
then. The conservatism which has kept 
general business out of speculative ventures 
and capital from overloading with margins“ 
is chiefly what ails Wall Street. 

The country teems with produce. The 
new railroads, which in 1873 were not earn- 
ing their axle-grease, are now loaded with 
freights and declaring dividends. American 
securities are held mainly at home now, and 
this fall in prices wil] soon regulate itself by 
bringing foreign gold in exchange for them, 
Except in a few branches of business that 
have been artificially stimulated by the 
tariff, there is no reason for either panic or 
depression. The whole present trouble is 
confined to unwholeseme speculative opera- 
tions that can be wiped out entirely without 
bad effect upon general business.

Ir is to be hoped: that the young Mr. 
RooseveE Lt of New York, whois down at 
Seabright giving swell parties from which 
all gentlemen are excluded who appear in 
dress coats, will succeed in his noble mission | 
of making the claw-hammer garment odious. 
But what does Mr. RooskeVELT propose 
to substitute? Is he merely a Nihilist in 
fashion’s domain—pulling down and build- 
ing nothing up? A swaliow-tailed coat is 
certainly a comical] affair, and only one man 
in fifty ever appears to good advantage in 
one. A few gentlemen, ‘framed in the prod- 
igality of nature,“ are able to look well in 
costume de irigeur, but the average rolly- 
polly man, the stoop-shouldered man, the 
angular man, and the man with a concave 
abdomen, never feel at home in such a 
dress, and are usually too ridiculous for any- 
thing. But an assemblage of gentlemen in 
go-as-you-please style can never be tolerated 
where ladies appear in evening dress, and 
some garment must be agreed upon. The 
dark Prince Albert seems to fill the bill. 
Nearly all men less than six feet in height 
look well in a frock coat. The beauty about 
the Prince Albert is that it comes into play 
on all occasions. It is good for the street, 
the office or the salon, while the swallow-tail 
is only useful for general social parades. 
More power to Mr. RoosEeve tt in his dress 
reform movement! If he can only secure 
the codperatiun of Oscar WILDE he may be 
able to make the Prince Albert the popular 
ball- room garment. Oscar used to be an 
admirer of the pen-tailed coat, but he is 
reversing himself in many respects, and 
probably he can be induced to take up the 
cudgel in behalf of Mr. RoosgVELT’Ss pro- 


posed reform. 
AN enterprising Chicago woman named 


PARISH is in trouble. Mrs. P. is a gallant 
smuggler. Her business is to visit Europe, 
buy up all the second-hand dresses of fem- 
inine nobility she can find, and bring them 
to Chicago. She has no difficulty in passing 
her trunks through the Custom House, be- 
cause the apparel shows wear and is sup- 
posed to be her own personal drapery. Once 
in Chicago, the perspiration marks are re- 
moved from the dresses. They are cleaned 
and fumigated and furbished and then sold 
to the proud dames of Chicago, who go 
prancing about in these cast-off garments of 
aristocratic Europe and feeling just as happy 
as though their personal order had just been 
filled at Wortn’s. Mrs. PARISH has made 
twenty trips to Europe in all, each time 
bringing back a load of second-hand haber- 
dashery and each time committing perjury 
in the Custom House.

The big scoop effected by Frank O'Neill, who 
was riding around with Frank James for a day or 
two Defore his surrender and got incidenis and 
interviews enough to fill two pages of this paper, 
is too fresh in the minds of the public to need re- 
heursal now. It was a splendid piece of work. 
THE Sr. CHARLES BRIDGE DISASTER. 
The Glove-Demoerat’s scoop on the Repuolican 
at the time of the St. Charies Bridge disaster, was 
a good bit of journalistic engineering, 1808's re- 
porters, Kelso aud O'Neill, being left on the IIIi- 
nolis shore, while the Globe-Democrat’s gang, 
comprising Walter Stevens, W. A. Hobbs, 
C. W. Saunders, W. Gore and T. B. Miller were 
splashing away towards St. Charles on the other 
side where the news was to be had, in the only 
skiff to be found along the shore. The Repupb- 
lican men maue heart-rending appeais to the 
boatman to row them o’er the stream, but he was 
inthe power of the great religious duiiy’s de- 
tachment of theologians, aud the Repubiican re- 
orters, Who wereu't long-distance swimmers, 
bad to forego a view of the broken bridge for that 
evening, anyhow.

Lewis, the center fielder of the Brown Woehe, 
Was elther flued or threatened with a fue, during 
the game witu Columbus on that day, and he did 
not like it. Ou the same evenlug, be and Tom 
Deusley, the catcher, Were playlug billiards in a 
Diliiard ball, and the evidence is that Lewis and 
Deasiey suspended tue game several times to dis- 
cuss Sullivan generally, aud that each 
lime they took a drink, aud for 
a toast, wished the manager no good luck. 
Alter awhue Sullivan himseil came in, anu the 
discussion grew warmer, Tue manager insisted 
that it was time that Lue Meu sNQould go to bed, as 
they had to play on the next day. To this they 
repiied ratuer harshly, and soon abusive epithets 
wel being exchanged. Then Lewis, wio is tall 
wud stuui, aud who has the reputation of being a 
very lard hitter, made a break for Sullivan. 
Tue latter darted out tue door and up the street. 
Tue catcher aud the center felder dropped their 
viiilard cues aud followed. lu afew minutes forty 
or tilly people Were tunuiug up the street, aud at 
the uead of the processlon Was Suilivan. with his 
hat off, runniug as u be had just made a three- 
base uit. Close at his heels came Lewis and Deasley. 
Tue manager is out of practice asa base runner, 
but he was sober and Was therefore able to Kee 
up a steudier gait than bis pursuers. Frau 
Deasley would make a spurt, come up as Close to 
Suluvah as possible aud hit hin, generaily on the 
back of the nead. Tue biow would sligntly stag- 
ger Sullivan and partially throw the assail- 
ant off ulis fee. Mr. Lewis, who was 
ivilowing, would take up the running, 
cone up beside the flying wanager, hit him in 
the ear and coutinue to chase him, while Deasley 
reached him agai aud boxed him on the other 
side.

Lewis and Deasley returucd to the saloon, took 
several more driuks, caine out on the sidewalk, 
aud were soon in an allercation with the police.

Sumeol the members ot the Columbus 
nine Came to thelr trieuds' assistance aud the re- 
sult Was that Deasley was roughiy handled and 
that Lewis had to be clubbed imo sub- 
inission.

The Regular Monthly Meeting Last Night—

PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS. 


Annual Report of the Board for the Last 
Fiscal Year. 


The annual report of the Board of Public Im- 
provements for the fiscal year ending April 10, 
1883, was completed yesterday by the addition of 
the report on street reconstruction and water- 
works.

More Details of Bvans’ Shylocking 


Business. 


How His Former Partner Denounced Him 
—He Gets $200 for a Loan of $40— 
Revelations of the Money-Shark’s 
Manner of Doing Business. 


The transaction by which D. H. Evans and 
Henry Wilson, the money-lending sharks at No. 
207 North Seventh street, defrauded Mrs. Perry 
out of her furniture has brought a torrent of 
(rouble on that pair. The latest complication 1s 
& civil suit filed yesterday, the particulars of 
which a Post-DisParcH reporter obtained from 
the plaintiff, “at Arkadelphia, Ark.“ said Mr. A. 
Anderson of No. 213 Market street, “I was in busi- 
ness and came to this city with some money. 
I met this man Evans, and he proposed that I go 
into business with him. I did so on the first day 
of January, 1879, and agreed to remafn in business 
for one year. Au inventory of tue office furniture 
was taken, and we began a real estate business. 
About the first week he asked me for a loan of 
$100, which I gave him, only asking that I be 
credited with that amount on the books. 
About three months iater an old man who lived 
at the southeast corner of Cass avenue and Sixth 
street and had a saloon there came into the office 
—_ for the sale of the fixtures of the 


HE THEN STATED 
that he would not take less than $200 for his prop- 
erty. Well, we posted the bargain, and a short 
time later a man came in to buy it. I my- 
self took him up te show him the place. 
He then agreed to pay $200 for it, and did pay 
Evans that amount. My desk was at one side of 
the office and bis at the other. I heard him talk- 
ing to the man and saw the money counted ous. 
It was oniy a few hours later that the old man 
came in and Evans told him he had sold the furni- 
ture for $150. The original owner was very angry 
about it, and said that he nad plainly stated 
that he wanted $200 for it. I heard Evans say that 
he could not make any better sale and he paid the 
old man $135, deducting ten per cent for his com- 
mission, When the man left I went to Evans and 
told him to make out a settlement, as it was just 
three months since I went into the concern and 1 
would not remain in partnership another day with 
a man who would steal. I told him then 
that it was a scoundrelly trick and walked out ot 
the office. He promised to make a settlement 
with me ani promised to settle with my attor- 
neys, but never did. Business called me back to 
Arkansas several times and I have not had an 
opportunity to enter suit or learn of bis financial 
condition until now.“ 
A CLIENT OF r. N. JONES, 

the attorney, has laid an agyravated case before 
him, and to-day related the facts toa reporter. 
He originally bought some furniture from Staley 
& Scott and gave u chattel mortgage for $65 .in 
payment with some money. Evans offered to lift 
the mortgage and did so, giving bie vie- 
um 840. Since then the man says he 
paid over $200 in interest up to last October, when 
he called on Evans for a settlement. Evans agreed 
to take certain articles of furniture and settle the 
matter. This was agreed to and the customer 
thought he was out of debt until a few monthsago 
when he received a notification to pay a claim of 
$56 50 standing against him on Evans’ books. 

On au ofal examination D. H. Evans showed how 
profitable his business was, in the Court of Crun- 
inal Correction, when 

THE SUFFIENCY OF THE BOND 
on which he was entered as security was ques- 
tioned. He stated that he owned property on 
Duncan, Block and Chippewa streets and on 
Finney avenue, the latter being improved. 
When asked his qualification to go on the 
bond he swore that he was worth $35,000 above all 
iiabilities, and that alli the property enumerated 
and denned was in his individual name, and with- 
out incumbrances. Already he is under bond on 
& charge of grand larceny. When this 
is brought before the Grand Jury, the 
dctalisof the infamous transaction will doubt- 
less lead to a thorough investigation of 
this business,which is foliowed by no less than a 
dozen firms in the city.. The charge of grand 
larceny against Evans & Wilson will probably be 
changed to stand the legal test that it will be 
submitied to. Messrs. Evans & Wilson have 
been flattering themselves with the expec- 
tation that the case will be thrown out 
of cout on the legal questions. Concerwing this 
the special counsel for the State say that the only 
chances the defeudants have of an acquittal are 
what will be given them by a jury of their peers,

God. 
Ihe lamp of the dead was lighted: all the win- 
dows were opened and the summer breezes made 
their way into the apartment with the pale rays 
of the stars. It is said a miraculous light filled 
the mortuary chamber at the moment wuen Mary 
had just drawn her last breath. * * * The 
next day the taithful brought, with holy profes- 
sion, the most precious perfumes and the finest 
stuffs for the burial of the Queen of 
Virgins. She was embalmed according to 
the custom of her people, but her 
blessed remains exhaled an odorgsweeter than 
the perfumed bandages in which they enveloped 
her.

“For three days the Apostles and the faithful 
watched and prayed near the tomb, where sacred 
concerts of angeis seemed to enchant the last 
sleep of Mary. 

“An apostie, returned from a far distant coun- 
try, and who had not been present at the death 
of the Virgin, arrived in the meantime. It 
was Thomas, he who had put his hand to the 
wounds of his Master risen from the dead. * * * 
Overcome by his entreaties and his tears, tne 
aposties removed that piece of stone which closed 
the entrance of the sepulchre; they found nothing 
but the flowers, sScarcely faded, upon which the 
corpse ol Mary had rested, and her white winding 
sheet of fine linen from Egypt,which diffused a ce- 
lestial odor. The most pure body or the immac- 
ulate Virgin was not the destined prey of the worms 
of the coffin; during her life earth and heaven 
equally had pari in that admiravle creature; after 
ber death, heave had taken all, and glorified all.“
